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Coastal Sweep in Marion

After being postponed due to the storm on 
Saturday, October 3, the coastal sweep in Marion did 
take place the following day. At 1:00 pm on Sunday, 
October 04, 2009 a small group of volunteers met to pick 
up trash from Silvershell Beach in Marion. Gloves and 
trash-bags were handed out by Peter Converse, as well as 
instructions for what to clean up and what not to. 

Peter Converse organized this year's coastal 
sweep in Marion. Mr. Converse has been "interested 
in the environment for years.'' He is a bay-watcher 
for the Coalition for Buzzards Bay, a volunteer at the 
Ocean Explorium in New Bedford, as well as a member 
of Sailors for the Sea. This is the second year that Mr. 
Converse has been involved with the coastal sweep in 
Marion. 

Sunday was a sunny, beautiful day to be spent 
on the beach. Some Tabor Academy students and faculty 
arrived in the morning on Sunday to help with the clean 
up, and by 1:00, when the rest of the group arrived, the 
beach looked pretty good. Mostly cigarette butts, food 
wrappers and plastic were found. Data cards were filled 
out by the volunteers, and every item picked up was 
documented. This documentation helps the organization 
know where certain items may have come from; for 
instance, some debris could be leftover from picnickers, or 
tossed off a boat. Analyzing the data helps direct where 
the most effort needs to be made to inform and correct

behavior that leads to the huge problem of garbage in our 
oceans. 

The impact of trash on sea and sky creatures is 
enormous. Last year, the Ocean Conservancy documented 
four hundred and forty-three entangled animals, two- 
hundred of which were still alive and able to be released. 
Fishing related materials, such as lines and nets, as well as 
plastics are especially hazardous to the wildlife. 

Mr. Converse spoke about an incident where a sea 
turtle in the Gulf of Mexico was found dead, the cause of 
death being a plastic bag found in its stomach. That plastic 
bag came from a store in Memphis, Tennessee. 

The Ocean Conservancy's International Coastal 
Cleanup has been picking up the world's beaches for 
twenty-four years. Many volunteers have organized 
community clean-ups in over one hundred countries and 
forty-two states, according to the organizations website. 
Last year almost 400,000 volunteers participated world- 
wide, picking up more than 6.8 million pounds of trash. 

This coastal sweep is the biggest volunteer effort 
for the ocean. The website for the Ocean Conservancy 
is www.oceanconservancy.org/ ice and much more 
information can be found there regarding the ocean, sea 
life, and how we can do our part to protect and preserve 
it. 

We all live near the sea, and it's up to each one 
of us living in these coastal communities to clean up after 
ourselves and each other. The Ocean Conservancy and 
other volunteers hope to see you there next year!

Chairperson Knox 
requested a moment of silence for William Spark, a 
longtime Old Hammondtown teacher who passed away

Chairperson Knox gave an update in the 
superintendent search, informing the Committee that 
ORRJHS Principal Bragioli will accompany three search 
committee members on the first site visit on October 6. 
They will first visit Henniker, NH, then Newport, RI, 
and finally Scituate, MA, to see the three different school 
districts of the three ORR superintendent finalists. In the 
week following site visits, the three candidates will visit 
the schools in the ORR district. 

Dr. Cooper yielded time from his Superintendent 



Report to Director of Food Service Suzanne Souza, who 
sought opinions on how to expand and improve school 
lunch purchasing. The Committee thought that the 
current selection of food and services was good, and that 
there was little to improve upon. "We try to offer healthy 
things, like wraps and salads,'' Ms. Souza said. 

After taking a survey, Ms. Souza determined 
last year that 33% of K-3 students buy hot lunch, as 
opposed to 75% of 4-6 students. Principal Bowman said 
that the younger students are more particular about what 
they eat. "We still have pretty good participation," said 
Principal Bowman. "The food is what they want - they 
like pizza, they like pasta. I don't know what else you can 
do to encourage participation."

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In the Principars Report, Principal D' Andrea said 
that there were 234 students currently enrolled at Old 
Hammondtown School - 81 in Grade 4, 78 in Grade 5, and 
75 in Grade 6. Principal Bowman said that the enrollment 
for Center School is 285 students, with 63 in kindergarten, 
71 in Grade 1, 66 in Grade 2, and 58 in Grade 3. For the 
most part, enrollment is holding steady. 

The minutes from the September 24 Mattapoisett 
School Committee meeting were reviewed and accepted 
by the Committee. 

The Committee heard an MCAS report from 
Principal Bowman and Principal D' Andrea. For the most 
part, Mattapoisett grade school students were above the 
state standard, but both principals wanted the margin 
to be even higher than it was. The principals discussed 
the schools strengths, with both schools performing 
well in English /Language/ Arts, particularly fiction and 
grammar, and both schools needing improvement in 
some Math areas, including geometry and number sense. 

As far as district-wide improvement goes with 
MCAS, the principals were both confident that Marcia 
Kessler's work with the ARRA grant will help students 
prepare for MCAS testing in spring. ''The program the 
students are working on with Marcia Kessler is very 
positive,'' said Principal Bowman. "The work that Marcia 
is doing will have a direct impact on MCAS in the 
future. . . Motivation is the key word. We don't want them 
to give up." 

Principal D' Andrea pointed out that it's more 
critical to compare MCAS scores to the state average 
instead of past year scores, since the tests do change 
year to year, and sometimes present more challenging 
questions. Mattapoisett schools are above average in 
MCAS scores, compared to the state standard. 

Dr. Cooper presented an update on the kiln that

they hope will be built at the Old Hammondtown School. 
The plans for the kiln, which include ''kiln furniture'' 
to keep art pieces separate in the firing process, safety 
computer alerts and fans, will have to go to the Board of 
Selectmen for approval, and then be voted on at Town 
Meeting. 

Vice Chairperson Johnson said that he was 
concerned that President Obama's speech had not been 
shown to a lot of grade school students in Mattapoisett. 
Only Old Hammondtown School had the speech 
presented to their Grade 6 students. Dr. Cooper said that 
he had left the decision to the individual schools and 
teachers, so they could make the decision that best fit with 
their time and curriculum. He also pointed out that the

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

The minutes from the September 28, 2009 meeting 
were approved. 

The Town Administrator Mr. LaCamera then 
gave his report, which included notifying the Board that 
the job posting for the permanent position of Fire Chief 
has been closed, with the interim Fire Chief Scott Weigel 
being seriously considered for the position. 

For People on the Agenda, the Tax Classification 
public hearing was continued, and their representative 
predicted not too much difficulty. There was a discussion 
about whether a unified or split tax rate would be best 
for the Town, and ultimately a unified tax rate was 
recommended. Selectman Parker motioned to keep the 
unified tax rate and the motion was seconded and passed. 

Also on the agenda, the Rochester Memorial 
School Building Committee spoke about the proposed 
new addition. At present the school is one hundred and 
fifty students over capacity, and music lessons are being 
taught in the school's hallways. The State has agreed to 
provide 57.94% of the cost, interest rates are favorable and 
the market is extremely competitive right now. 

This addition will add fourteen classrooms, plus 
music and art rooms, as well as expand the cafeteria. Pre- 
Kindergarten children who have been traveling to Marion 
will now have a space in Rochester. The security will be 
enhanced, the drop-off area for the school buses will be 
expanded and made more efficient, and the addition will 
also be up to code for disability access. 

If the Town passes this 26 million dollar project, 
11 and a half million dollars for which the Town of 
Rochester will be responsible after State help, the project 
will begin right away. All additions and repairs would 
then be potentially completed by September 2010. 

This project thus far has been a community effort, 
with help from the building committee, the highway dept, 
teachers at Rochester Memorial Elementary School, and 
many others, both locally and state- wide. 

After the presentation by the Rochester Memorial 
School Building Committee, Selectman Morse motioned 
to sign the warrant, which passed with a unanimous vote. 
Also, the special election date was set for October 31, 
2009. Absentee ballots are now available and can either be

include late fees - have been made to discourage bad 
library patronage. It has been announced on the school 
website and also over the intercom system that several 
books have gone missing over the past few years and 
still haven't been returned or accounted for. Ms. Kyle, 
the school librarian, said 'T do know the amount, but 
not the span they went missing/' She totaled the missing 
books to value $4,000. Of these missing books, only three 
have been returned. "I got three books back from senior 
students whose parents brought them in," Ms. Kyle 
specified. 

While late fees have been installed, Ms. Kyle 
said not to worry about them. These fees are actually two 
rules that combat two different problems. One of the new 
library policies is to get the books back from the students, 
and the other is to discourage the students from stealing 
them. 

Ms. Kyle explained that most of the books that 
have gone missing or been stolen are about controversial 
topics. Students are sometimes embarrassed to take such 
books out of the library on a loan, so they avoid checking 
them out by simply putting them in their backpacks and 
leaving the library. But Ms. Kyle wants students to realize 
that she is paid to be professional about checking out 
books - she will not judge people on their reading choices, 
and thus they have no reason to be embarrassed. What a 
student checks out of the school library is confidential. 

As a message to the students who still have late 
books in their possession, Ms. Kyle encourages them to 
return them as soon as possible. "Any time they have a 
book that they bring back, no questions are asked. Tm 
just happy to have the book back," Ms. Kyle said. "No one 
should be afraid to bring a book back." 

Students who are concerned about the missing 
books are allowed to donate new or gently used books

In the past, some private roads have been 
maintained by town equipment using materials purchased 
by the abutting homeowners, be they individuals or 
associations, which may have been contrary to the letter 
of the law.

For 
the purpose of this meeting, snow-plowing for this year 
is to be maintained as the status-quo; that is, as Barry 
Denham explained, the public roads are plowed first, then 
the side roads, then the private roads, unless there is an 
emergency, where the crews would be directed by radio 
to a neighborhood in need. Chairman Collyer explained 
that precedent for plowing has been set, and the Highway 



Department will continue with this policy and protocol 
for this year. There are some private roads in town that 
have not been maintained by homeowners that put 
maintenance and emergency vehicles at risk for damage. 

Residents were concerned with the language of the 
proposed by-laws, and its definitions. A public road is 
one that is accepted by the town, and there is a process 
through which a road can become an accepted public 
road. A private road is, essentially, one that has in the past 
been considered private, that is traditionally maintained 
by its abutters through the Highway Department or 
private contractors. 

Some individuals and associations contribute to 
and maintain their roads as private ways; some do not. As

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Chairman Collyer cited from Massachusetts Law, "If the 
ways shall have been opened to the public use for a term 
of years . ..." He stressed that if a resident's road has 
been private, it will continue to be so, and that "no one is 
telling you that you have to do something different/' 

Selectman Silva said, "The Selectmen are trying to 
come into compliance with the law, and make it as easy as 
possible for the townspeople. . . we need to find a way for 
Barry Denham to get his job done." 

Some residents expressed concern that these 
proposed changes to the by-laws, coming up at town 
meeting November 2, might exclude the many summer 
residents of the town who have houses on the private 
roads, and that the process felt rushed. Chairman Collyer 
and Mr. Gagne reassured those present that they would 
post all pertinent information to the town's website, 
which is accessible to all. The town meeting article, in its 
finished state, will be posted, and the

weeks in advance of the meeting. The meeting adjourned 
at 9:00 pm.

Three Hopefuls Interview for ORR 
Superintendent 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

On September 29 and 30, three superintendent 
hopefuls interviewed for the ORR superintendent 
vacancy. Former Newport, RI superintendent Dr. Mary 
Canole interviewed for the position on the first night, 
and on the second night of interviews, Mark Mason, 
superintendent of Scituate schools, and Douglas White, 
superintendent of a regional school system in Henniker, 
NH, met with the joint school committee to discuss their 
qualifications. 

Each candidate was read 22 questions and 
encouraged to give career examples of how they had 
approached budget writing, collective bargaining, and 
assessment data. 

Sharon Hartley, who co-chaired the screening 
and interview committee alongside Dr. Peter Bangs, 
moderated the event, while the Committee had the 
opportunity to ask questions and follow-up questions. 
The candidates did not get the opportunity to review 
these questions before the interview. 

Dr. Canole worked in Newport schools as a 
teacher for 24 years before becoming their superintendent 
from 2001 until 2005. Despite Newport's reputation for 
wealth. Dr. Canole said in her interview that being a 
superintendent for the Newport school system meant 
working with many urban issues, including poverty 
and budget problems, with 48% of students in her 
district on reduced or free lunch. Among Dr. Canole' s 
accomplishments was the improvement of Newport 
schools performance. At one point, the high school in 
Newport was on the brink of losing its accreditation, 
and seven out of the nine grade schools were rated by 
the state as "low performing, not improving." At the 
time of her resignation. Dr. Canole had helped bring 
those "low performing, not improving" grade schools to 
various degrees of "performing" through professional 
development initiatives and addressing the sources of

Rochester Memorial School addition, which will be voted 
on by Rochester residents at an October 26 town meeting. 

Dr. Canole cited several instances in her tenure 
at the Newport schools when she had worked with 
opposing viewpoints, negotiated with union leaders, and 
attempted to obtain more educational funding from the 
city council via a lawsuit. She displayed confidence in her 
ability to represent the best interests of ORR, and said that 
a lot of her experience will transfer over to this position, 
if offered. When asked by Committee member Joe Scott 
where she sees herself in 3-5 years. Dr. Canole said that 
she hopes to be the superintendent of ORR schools. 

Mr. Mason was the first interview of the second 
night, and was the most fiscally conservative of the

three candidates. Mr. Mason thanked the Committee 
for the opportunity to interview for the position of 
superintendent, and thought it was especially poignant 
since he had completed his student-teaching at the 
beginning of his career at ORR. 

Especially focused on providing the best possible 
district to taxpayers, Mr. Mason said that he would work 
hard to keep a lean budget in a tough economy. Despite 
being known as an affluent town, Scituate is no stranger 
to lean budgets, and its teachers voted in May 2009 to 
freeze their pay to avoid layoffs for the 2009/2010 school 
year. Mr. Mason is proud of the district for having made 
this decision. 

If offered the position as superintendent of ORR, 
Mr. Mason would spend the first 60 days talking and 
listening to various groups in the tri-town area about 
where they would want to be in three years. Mr. Mason 
was candid in his opinions regarding the economy and its 
continued effect on the budget, and said that he thought 
the 2010/2011 school year would likely be even worse 
than the current school year. 

Mr. Mason would not initially support 
the restoration of the Assistant Superintendent for 
Curriculum and Instruction position, saying: "I would be 
foolhardy to look you in the eye tonight and tell you that 
I would completely restore the district. We need to look 
and see that this is what we can do on very lean years in 
regards to curriculum and development. Fm trying to 
be a pragmatist." Mr. Mason would support the efforts 
to restore the position in a few years, once the economy 
improved. 

Mr. Mason's focus was with finding a balance 
of what is right for the taxpayers and the children. He 
said in tough times, it's important to try to find areas 
of budgetary overlap and stretch services as much as 
possible. "But Fm not all about 'cut-cut-cut'," he added. 
"I'm sure I'm not going to get the job now," he laughed, 
referring to his candor in discussing his conservative 
views. "I've got 500 employees, and 19,000 taxpayers. A 
superintendent isn't a CEO - he doesn't report to a certain 
group looking for profits. He reports to the taxpayers."

experienced three in his career, with two of those 
overrides being successful - Mr. Mason had a lot of input 
regarding the proceedings for the Rochester Memorial 
School expansion that Rochester taxpayers will vote on in 
October. He cited the importance of keeping the debate 
civil and focused, with both sides having the opportunity 
to express themselves. ''Good luck with your vote/' Mr. 
Mason offered to the Committee. "Times are tough." 

Mr. Mason takes a no-nonsense approach 
to ineffective teachers, calling it "bothersome" that 
they should receive the same pay and protection 
as effective teachers without producing an equal 
educational experience for children. He would push to 
give administrators one year contracts to "keep them 
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hungry/' Mr. Mason considers himself competitive, and 
wants his district to always be the best around. Scituate 
faces a similar situation to ORR, in that it loses students 
to schools like Thayer Academy and B.C. High, and 
he recognizes the need to keep a district appealing to 
students trying to make the decision between private and 
public school. 

After Mr. Mason thanked the Committee for the 
interview and wished them luck in finding the perfect 
candidate, Mr. White came in for the final interview of the 
evening. 

Mr. White is currently the superintendent of a 
five-town, four-district community in Henniker, NH. 
From the start of his career as an educator and sports 
coach, Mr. White feels that his strengths have rested in 
multi-tasking and leadership. He noted that he received 
his Master's in Educational Leadership at Fitchburg State, 
and has been drawn to working in regional settings for 
his whole educational career. 

After serving for three years as the Assistant 
Superintendent of Henniker, Mr. White accepted the 
position of Superintendent in September 2008. One year 
later, he is hoping to move back to Plymouth, Ma., where 
he still has a home. 

Like Dr. Canole, Mr. White supports the 
restoration of the Assistant Superintendent position, 
saying that he would consider it a "high priority'' for the 
sake of continuity among the district schools. 

Mr. White shared experience from his own district 
where they have utilized free and inexpensive services for 
enriching learning and providing resources to children 
with alternative needs. He is particularly an advocate 
for virtual learning and tutor centers. Henniker has 
utilized grants to provide a Chinese class and an artist-in- 
residence for students. 

The issue of the Rochester Memorial School 
project was a major focus of the Committee in the 
interviewing process. Mr. White said that if voters didn't 
elect to spend money on the school's expansion, then 
they would still have to spend money to analyze the 
safety of the overcrowded school, which would prove 
costly with little return on the investment. Mr. White has 
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been involved in three school building projects: one in 
Ashburnham, one for Plymouth South Middle, and one 
for Henniker district's Weare school. 

The main similarity between the Henniker school 
district that Mr. White oversees and the ORR district is 
that they have four different teaching unions, and four 
different salary scales, which makes collective bargaining 
a challenge. The ORR district also has four different 
teacher contracts, and would need a candidate that could 
negotiate with several different contracts. 

Like Mr. Mason, Mr. White would support 
performance pay if the end-result was beneficial to 
children and provided extra funding to the schools. 
"Should we stop what is good for students because of 



what is good for adults?'' he asked rhetorically. "We 
can't get stuck on one aspect of the program if the end- 
product is good for kids." He added if the situation ever 
did present itself, that they would have to work with the 
Massachusetts Teacher's Association (MTA) to ensure that 
merit pay was legally supported by the contracts. 

In a closing statement, Mr. White thanked the 
Committee, saying: "I've worked long and hard to build 
skill-sets from my days as a coach. I've taken that with me 
where I've gone. I will be the biggest advocate for children 
no matter where I wind up." In five years, Mr. White said 
that he hoped to be the superintendent of ORR, and even 
alluded to being interested in the position well beyond the 
five-year mark.

Thank You, Mr. Spark 

Mr. Spark was so cool. When I first started going 
to school in Mattapoisett, in first grade, I heard stories 
about how great Mr. Spark was as a kindergarten teacher.

Mr. Spark 
was cool. 

By the time I got to Old Hammondtown, Mr. 
Spark had too. He was both my fourth and sixth grade 
teacher. I was in his first sixth grade class that started the 
''open plan'' teaching format that he advocated. We were 
given a lesson plan for the day including homework and 
we were given specific times that the class would gather 
for a lesson or group discussion. In between, we were 
on our own to do the day's assignments, prepare for the 
lessons or work on long-term projects, having full reign 
of both our classroom and an adjacent computer lab. I 
loved it. It was like a mini- version of college and provided 
a strong foundation for my independent work ethic to 
develop. 

In Mr. Spark's classroom, open discussion and 
communication were highly prized. We would always 
have a "morning check-in," in which the class would 
greet each other and express any frustrations about 
the classroom environment in a meaningful and non- 
confrontational way I had never had an opportunity like 
that in school, and it made the class more like a family, 
warts and all. 

Perhaps the greatest thing about Mr. Spark and 
the classroom he created, was that from when I first met 
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him at six years old and on into adulthood, he always 
treated me with the same respect given to an adult. He 
listened to what his students had to offer in the classroom 
and encouraged exploratory learning over gratuitous 
discipline and condescension. With Mr. Spark, everybody 
had a voice that deserved to be heard. He helped me find 
that voice early on, which empowered me to ultimately 
build a life as an actor in New York City: a life that I 
could only imagine as a fantasy growing up in sleepy 
Mattapoisett. 

With his passing, I would like to extend my 
utmost sympathy to his family, but also offer up a bead 
of comfort. As one of Mr. Spark's students, Fm sure I can 
speak for all of us in saying that he lives on in me for each 
day that I confidently move forward in shaping a life of 
exploration, discovery and infinite possibility. Thank you 
so much, Mr. Spark.

Snopes Seeks it Out 

In a world where information 
is shared hyper-instantly (Hke 
instantly, only faster!), is it any 
wonder that a lot of rumors 
and misinformation infect our 
communication? 

Somewhere in the 
technological age, reporting 
information first superseded 
reporting information correctly. 
Think of Woodward and Bernstein,

working to reveal a story that would be at-once accurate and 
mind-blowing. What would they have done in 2009? Log on to 
Facebook and type "WTH? Nixon totally rigged the election!" 

For interacting and networking, I recognize the importance 
of Facebook and Twitter (and I'd like to take this moment 
to remind you that The Wanderer is on both Facebook and 
Twitter). But this instant-communication lends itself to a lot of 
well-meaning misinforming, and it exploits a common human 
trait - the need to be the "first" to be in the know. 

Let me share an example. When Michael Jackson and 
Patrick Swayze each passed away recently, every Facebook 
status read something along the lines of: "OMG! So sad! RIP 
Michael Jackson!" Either out of genuine sadness or need 
to report a story first, it seems that any major story ripples 
through the Internet at a break-neck speed. I see someone 
else's status update, and I can share with my friends, who can 
share with their friends, and - well - it doesn't take long for 
the world to hear a juicy rumor. With news travelling out like a 
spiderweb, it's easy to see how hoaxes and misinformation can 
spread across the globe in minutes. 

So is it any wonder that a LOT of bologna makes it into 
urban myth? Gangsters who seek revenge on motorists flashing 
their highbeams, Internet scams, and false Hollywood legends 
have all filled my inbox at some point - how about you? 

There is a way to sort out this misinformation though, and 
it's called Snopes.com. Started by Calif ornian couple Barbara 
and David Mikkelson, Snopes seeks out Internet rumors and 
urban legends, with the ultimate goal of revealing the truth 
behind the legend. Here's a little fact though - not all myths 
are debunked. According to the Mikkelsons, some very bizarre 
stories are very real! 

The Mikkelsons use a rating system of "True", "False", 
"Multiple Truth Values" (i.e. partially true), "Undetermined" 
(i.e. possibly true, but there's not enough information yet), and 
Unclassifiable Veracity ("we don't even know where to start"). 
These ratings are also color-coded, which helps you navigate 
the content-dense website. Since Snopes has been around for 
almost 15 years, there is a lot of archived information on there. 



Rumor Has ft 



In order for a myth to be classified as "True", there has to be 
a lot of non-biased proof to support it, such as news articles, 
which the Mikkelsons provide. 

Snopes is a must-see website for people who wish to fact- 
check those fear-mongering e-mails that flood our inboxes on a 
regular basis. No, your head will not explode if you chug a can 
of Coke after eating Pop-Rocks. No, Paul on The Wonder Years 
did not grow up to be shock-rocker Marilyn Manson. And no, 
chewing gum does not stay in your digestive tract for seven 
years. These facts alone have me sleeping well at night. 

Here are some crazy 
rumors that have actually 
been proven true by Snopes 
(see site for details): 

• Some granite 
countertops actually do 
emit Radon gas. 

• Charlie Chaplin once 

lost a Charlie Chaplin lookalike contest. 

• At the moment the Titanic hit an iceberg in the North 
Atlantic, it was screening the silent movie version of The 
Poseidon Adventure. 

Here are some commonplace rumors that Snopes has 
debunked: 

• Nostradamus did NOT write a ''twin brother" quatrain 
that predicted 9-11 . 

• Mama Cass from The Mamas and the Papas did not 
choke to death on a ham sandwich. 

• Fred Rogers of Mr. Roger's Neighborhood was not a 
sniper or a Navy Seal in the Vietnam War. 

Sadly, even some of the messages that we pass along with 
good intentions - like missing person e-mails - are actually 
hoaxes. Snopes sorts out the Amber Alerts and missing people 
e-mails to clarify which ones are real, and which ones are 
hoaxes. It's unfortunate that some people would find humor 
in creating a fake missing person e-mail, but a quick check in 
the Snopes search engine will help you pass along the genuine 
missing people messages. 

Snopes runs the gamut from the frivolous legends of 
our youth to more serious topics, like identity theft and 9/11 
legends. But visitors to the site should beware - some of the 
topics are not for the light of heart. Some of the stories are 
even downright disturbing, but if you stay away from the 
"Horror" section of the website, everything else is pretty tame. 

Another warning - this is what I call a "vortex" website. 
You'll visit it will the intentions of browsing for a minute, and 
then a minute will evolve into four hours and you'll realize 
that you completely forgot to eat lunch. So browsers beware - 
Snopes is going to suck you in.

Derby Girl

Whip It. Starring Ellen Page and Drew Barrymore. 
Directed by Drew Barrymore. Running time: 111 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Some movies share their directors' personaHties. 
Martin Scorsese's films are excitable and jittery, like him. 
Jim Jarmusch is laid-back and inscrutable, and so are his 
movies. Whip It, the directorial debut of Drew Barrymore, is 
friendly and fun-loving and nurturing, as she seems to be. It 
was probably inevitable that Barry more 's first effort should 
be a you-go-girl tale of empowerment and sisterhood; 
what's surprising is how deftly it avoids the cliches. The 
characters are allowed to be complicated and contradictory; 
even the villain of the piece is given a few lines that almost 
made me root for her. 

Scripted by Shauna Cross from her amusing novel 
Derby Girl, which she based on her own experiences in 
roller derby. Whip It has an unlikely heroine for a female- 
jock fable — Bliss Cavendar (Ellen Page), a disgruntled 
17-year-old trapped in Bodeen, Texas. Bliss is being 
groomed for beauty-pageant glory by her mom (Marcia Gay 
Harden), but would rather shop for boots and hang with 
best bud Pash (Alia Shawkat). Beyond that, she doesn't 
know what she wants, until she finds her way to an Austin 
roller derby and falls in love with the squalling, jostling 
chaos of it, and the spectacle of bad-ass women with trashy 
outfits and makeup, trashy talk, and trashy attitudes. Bliss 
lies about her age and tries out for the underdog team Hurl 
Scouts. 

Unlike the strapping goddesses-on- wheels in past 
derby films, like Raquel Welch in the moribund Kansas 
City Bomber and Claudia Jennings in the anarchic Unholy 
Rollers, Ellen Page stands five-foot-one and seems built 
to get bumped around the track. But Bliss, it turns out, has 
powerful little legs, and once she gets the hang of wearing 
skates again, she's incredibly fast. Barrymore (who also 
appears as the terminally out-of-it skater Smashly Simpson) 




and the great cinematographer Robert Yeoman shoot the 
matches as close in as possible, enough to see the pain and 
pleasure of the sport. Bliss weaves in and out of the thick 
cluster of opponents, while burlier "jammers" like Smashly 
or the maternal Maggie Mayhem (Kristen Wiig) throw legs 
and elbows to bounce their foes out of play. It's terrific fun, 
and Barrymore never lets us feel protective towards the 
females getting bashed around — such a feeling would run 
counter to the mood of rowdy sisterhood. 

The generous-hearted Barrymore even gives us a 
fine bad girl — Iron Maven, severe and mean as a blade, 
played by Juliette Lewis in what deserves to be a comeback 
performance (where has she beenl). Iron Maven seems out 
to get Bliss personally, but then we find out why in a few 
simple sentences that bring her into focus. It's not about 
Bliss, it's about Iron Maven's own life. Whip It likewise 
doesn't caricature Bliss's mother (who has weird little 
pockets of rebellion herself) or her father (Daniel Stern in a 
nicely calibrated amiable-daddy turn). Off the track. Page's 
scenes with Alia Shawkat have the bumps and spikiness of 
real friendship, and a subplot featuring a rock dude Bliss 
falls for doesn't distract too much. Barrymore, 34, already 
has a lifetime of acting behind her (and she's having a great 
year, which began with her brilliant Little Edie in Grey 
Gardens), and as a producer and now director she seems 
interested in small-scale stories about women that wouldn't 
fit comfortably on Lifetime. I don't see the downside. 
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Margot Livesey's first book, a collection of stories 
called Learning By Heart, was published by Penguin 
Canada in 1986. Since then Margot has published six 
novels: Homework, Criminals, The Missing World, Eva Moves 
the Furniture, Banishing Verona and The House on Fortune 
Street. Margot is currently a distinguished writer in 
residence at Emerson College. She lives with her husband, 
a painter, in Cambridge.
